LONDON—Imagination rather 
accuracy has characterized so much that 
has been written about airships that 
the following abstract of an article in 
the Army Review by Capt. C. M. Water- 
low, royal flying corps, may of 
interest. 

There are three types 
Captain Waterlow explain-: 

Firat. Rigid airships, with a 
work of an aluminum alloy or of wood, 
. ¢overed over with waterproof material, 
While inside this covering are 
of balloons containing hydrogen. The 
cars, for the engine and crew, are con- 
nected to the framework. The German 
Zeppelin and Schutte-Lanz ships are of 
this type, and so is the French ship, the 
Spiess. 

Second. Semi-rigid. This type of air- 
ship has a flexible envelope, but there i 
girder along it so as to distribute the | 
weight of the car, engines, etc. The Ital- 
ian military ships of the P and M class 
are of this type, and so also are the 
German Gross and the French Lebaudy. 

Third. Non-rigid. Ships of this type 
have no girder and the car is suspended 
from the flexible envelope. In some 
ships, such as the English Gamma, 
and several French ships, the car has a 
girder-like frame in front and behind. 
so that the suspensory lines from the 
car and its frame to the envelope are 
practically vertical. The German Parse- 
fal, the French Astra-Torres, and Fleu- 
rus, and the British Delta, have a short 
car with no frame, and the pressure of 
the gas prevents tlie envelope from 
being pulled out of shape. 


Each Type Has Advantage 


Discussing the advantages of these 

different types, the writer says that 
rigid ships are the fastest, they can 
keep in the air for the longest time, and 
_ carry more explosives than _ the 
tother two types, while if one of the 
internal balloons is damaged, the air- 
ship need not necessarily descend im- 
mediately. On the other hand, these 
ships cost between £20,000 and £30,000 
to build, and they are more difficult to 
handle and transport. 

In the semi-rigid ships the car can 
be rigged fairly close to the envelope, 
because of the girder, and this is an ad- 
vantage which means that greater pro- 
peller efficiency is obtained. The pres- 
ence of the girder also insures that the 
nt can still be steered even if a cer- 
tai

With regard to ships of the third type, 
those with girder-like frames fore and 
aft of the car have most of the disadvan- 
‘ tages of the semi-rigid type: 
without any frame have great advan- 
tages. They are fast, easy to trans- 
port, and the envelope can be ripped in 
emergency without any damage to the 
car. Their chief disadvantage is that if, 
owing to loss of gas, the pressure in the 
envelope falls, the airship cannot 
steered. Summarizing the rival merits 
of the three types, Captain Waterlow 
says that

The institution of such an honors course 
marked, the professor said, an epoch in 
the history of the study of Hebrew and 
the cognate tongues in the University of 
Edlinburgh. The new arrangement re- 
quires a continuous study of Hebrew for 
four years, and of Arabic for at least 
three years. 

Opportunity will now be given for 
advanced study not only of the classical 
Hebrew of the Old Testament, but of the 
post-Biblical Hebrew of the Mishnu, an 
authoritative source for the life and 
thought of the Jews in New Testament 
times. 

The prescribed course also includes a 
study of some portion of the works of 
the great medieval Jewish commenta- 
tors, such as David Kimchi, whose in- 
fluence is still traceable in the authorized 
version. 

The new scheme also makes provision 
for the study of Aramaic, the language 
spoken by the Lord and his disciples.

El, PASO, Tex.—The dismiasal of Min- 
ister Garza Aldape is undoubtedly one 
of the most curious turns in the Mexican 
Situation. When Mr. Lind left Mexico 
City for Veracruz -after his disappoint- 
ment, having been expecting an answer 
Which did not come, the minister of for- 
eign affairs, aware of the probable con- 


sequences, gave to his colleague the com- 
mission of nullifying Washington’s ac- 
tion by seeking the reopening of the 
parleys. Once the desired end was ob- 
tained it was necessary that an official 
be sacrificed, and who might it be? 

Former Minister Garza Aldape is not 
® man of force. He is not a politician of 
initiative, neither is initiative possible 
under the heel of the, soldier. When he 
was a student he showed a little bravery 
the usual thing in that epoch—to at- 
tack Diaz’ creations and to bless him. 
As soon as his leader won he came to 
Torreon, Coah., and with official favor 
amassed wealth, forgetting the people 
over whose shoulders most of the poli- 
ticians jump to gather the plums of 
triumph. He became minister just be- 
cause he was a fellow-student of Rodolfo 
Reyes, General Reyes’ son. He has a 
brother working for an American cor- 
poration in New York city. He is a 
young man of imperial moral courage; 
he has,.in the face of danger, voiced his 
convictions, not sparing his denunciation 
of the evil-doers. A mew vacancy in the 
cabinet is bound to appear in the near 
future. The usurper, remembering how 
Castro of Venezuela was ousted by 
Gomez, is feeling uneasy, having at his 
side the minister of war, General Blan- 
guet. 

General Huerta will not resign. That 
is clear to everybody. By remaining he 
has everything to gain and nothing to 
lose.

SENATE HEARS 


HITCHCOCK VIEW 
ON MONEY BILL 


Explanation of Republican Oppo- 
sition on Currency Measure Is 
Given Following Administra- 
tion Speech of Senator Owen 


TO HOLD CONFERENCE 


WASHINGTON — Senator Hitchcock, 
who with the five Republican members, 
constitutes the so-called anti-administra- 
tion wing of the banking and currency 
committee, spoke today in support of 
the draft of the currency bill which he 
reported to the Senate. 

Senator Hitchcock said the President 
has merited and receives the praise of all 
in bringing currency reform before Con- 
gress and making it an administrative 
measure. Nothing less than presidential 
influence, said the senator, would have 
made the reform possible for some time. 
But the senator said he frankly opposes 
and criticizes the President when he 
urges hasty action, which the senator 
deemed dangerous. 

Senate Democratic’ leaders decided to- 
day that it was necessary to have a 
Democratic conference tomorrow on the 
currency bills. Democratic Leader Kern 
and Chairman Owen said it was not pro- 
posed to bind the Democrats to support 
any one bill at this time. 

Monday Senator Owen defended the 
attitude of the administration members 
of the committee. Under the present 


system bank reserves are concentrated 
largely in New York, where they are 
loaned in speculative accounts on the 
New York stock-exchange, Senator Owen 
asserted. He declared that the adminis- 
tration bill would remedy this condition. 

He reviewed details of the bill and 
urged that by the creation of a mar- 
ket for discounted commercial paper 
and by mobilizing the reserves in pub- 
lic utility regional banks the measure 
would remove the great dangers of the 
present system. 

Declaring that at present New York 
bankers who hold a large percentage of 
reserves are forced to place those re- 
serves in call loans on the stock ex- 
change, the senator said that represen- 
tative New York bankers declare that 
the great banks there would be glad 
to have the system improved by the 


establishment of federal reserve banks 
strong enough to furnish money on de- 
mand against good commercial bills and 
thus enable the New York banks to 
withdraw their funds from the stock 
exchange and place such funds in the 
service of legitimate industry and com- 
merce.

the United States were ignorant, or if not that, then misinformed. 
To his planning, and also to the quick responsive action of some 
of the leading educators of the United States, was due the fact that 
at the next session of the congress, which brings together the savants 
of South America, the universities and other learned societies of 
the United States were represented, sharing in the lavish hospitality 
shown the delegates and taking their part in the discussions so as 
to make the conference as far as possible Pan-American in its scope. 

Hoping that such, in time, might come to be the real character 
of the congress, and wishing to show appreciation of the entrance 
of delegates from the United States, the Latin-American scholars 
voted that the congress next meet in Washington in 1915. It is a 
humiliating fact, rubbed in with mordant effect on delegates to the 
recent Pan-American conference at Worcester, that up to date 
Congress has declined to make anything like adequate provision for 
entertainment of the foreign savants. Whether it will or not, 
depends much on pressure brought to bear in the right place. The 
record to date is humiliating, especially in view of the lavish hos- 
pitality shown to delegates from the United States at the last con- 
ference andthe way in which state aid flows forth when Latin states- 
men are asked to encourage art, literature and wisdom. A sympa- 
thetic secretary of state or President would count for much, if it 
comes to such tactics. But a mere statement of the plain facts of 
the case as told by Prof. Hiram Bingham of Yale to the Worcester 
conference ought to carry conviction even to the most indifferent 
listener. 

In plain words the United States had been honored with a sig- 
nificant privilege, that of serving as gracious host to the leading edu- 
cators, writers and thinkers of South America. Even as a matter 
of mere commercial tactics the nation should not fail to rise to the 
occasion. Yet such failure to make good in national courtesy and 
common sense can now be averted only through prompt action by 


Congress.

Eggs are the immediate and familiar illustration of the working 
of a potentially useful but a practically extortionate system. At 
this week’s beginning there were 54,000,000 dozen eggs in cold stor- 
age in the public warehouses of New York, Chicago, Kansas City 
and other United States points. There were countless more millions 
in private storage under the control of the beef concerns and other 
manipulators of the supposedly beneficial system. Apparently the 
people will get some of these, as fresh eggs, at a price that is moving 
toward a dollar a dozen; and those that are honestly sold as stored 
eggs will be granted at a price that is beyond the dream of the 
speculator in the days when eggs had to be sold promptly. 

The theory of general benefit ffom the introduction of a process 
that would extend the period in which food products could be mar- 
keted was sound. It is sound now. If honorably employed by 
concerns that are content with a fair return on investment, it is 
capable of doing a valuable service. In the unregulated hands of 
speculators it is a device for exaction of unfair prices. But even 
an American public, famously complacent under provocation, will 
State laws and municipal regulations having 
proved ineffective, national action becomes necessary. In one form 
or another the public’s right to have this system used for good instead 
of hurt will, we think, come to be enforced. Or, if the speculator 
and tribute-taker proves incorrigible, government ownership and 
operation of the storage reservoirs of food seems a reasonably 
certain resort.

| Posterity greater than was anticipated. That 4000 
L 4 square feet should be set aside, instead of 
the 2000 originally deemed ample, is nat- 
urally encouraging to the promoters. Let: it be taken for granted 
that this exhibition is, or will be, a success in the ordinary sense. 
Many such affairs are successful when attached to new and popular 
movements, without, however, insuring the success of the movements 
themselves. City planning is an idea that has won public favor of 
late throughout the United States and Canada. It is said that 
between forty and fifty cities have now city planning commissions 
on the United States side of the northern border; fifteen or so on 
the other side. Much legislation is being proposed with the view 
of enabling municipalities to enter legally upon the requisite work. 
Our columns have contained frequent references to city plan- 
ning movements, and we have been justihed, generally, in com- 
mending them. As to the necessity of changing the manner in which 
commiunities are at present permitted to “grow up” in the two Eng- 
tish-speaking nations of the North American continent there can be 
no question. Every rule of taste is being violated, every line of 
beauty is being disregarded by the builders of the great majority 
of United States and Canadian cities. [Exhibitions and other means 
of arousing public interest in the question of improving the physical 
appearance of communities should be encouraged. It is to be sin- 
cerely hoped that the New York exhibition will be well patronized. 
But a point to be kept constantly in view is the fact that the 
city planning movement is not one likely to hold the merely emotional 
in line. To check the present tendencies of municipal architecture, 
engineering, landscape gardening, public improvements; to reverse 
these tendencies in many particulars, to bear with the inharmony 
that muSt be occasioned by the introduction of the better system by 
piecemeal, to be content under the years and decades of transition 
in the knowledge that the final accomplishment will pay tor all— 
this will require determination, steadiness of purpose and patience 
of a higher order than can usually be recruited from the enthusiasm 
of the hour. 

City planning must, of necessity, be placed in the hands of con- 
stituted authority that is as little as may be subject to the mutations 
of ordinary politics. This is the first and practically the greatest 
of all the steps to be taken by communities. Their commissions 
should be so organized that they may be perpetuated and so that 
changes in personnel will not occasion changes in policy. Directing 
the growth of a community properly will require not only the con- 
stant aid of genius and unselfish devotion to a great end, but it will

call for power, the latter to be used tactfully always, that public - 


opinion may not be led to oppose its own interests. In a word, city 
planning must be for the future, and whatever of personal satisfac- 
tion, of fame or of glory may arise from it, must be of the future 
also. City planning is something that calls with appealing eloquence 
to those who would efface themselves for posterity’s sake. 


HAVING previously described the reasons a 


leading American publishers to organize a P 
cooperative plan by which relative sales of romoting 
books by retailers might be increased, we now Book 
find it in order to comment upon the method 
to be employed. Springfield. Mass., as | Buying and 
community well combining economic pros- ; 
perity with a high average of literacy, Reading 
recently was the scene of the first New I-ng- oa 3 
land “try out.” The manager, having pre- 
viously studied the field, cossulted with local booksellers, inter- 
viewed educators, social and literary leaders. librarians and con- 
spicuous bibliophiles. and having organized a local committee endued 
with considerable social prestige. marshaled his books from twenty- 
two reputable houses which make the publishers’ cooperative bureau. 
Set up and artistically displaved in the Board of Trade rooms, the 
books made an attractive exhibit. 

Through wisely placed and skilfully designed advertising, and 
the easily and squarely won support of local journalists. public 
attention was centered on the scheme. Domestic and imported lt- 
clary men, using the exhibit for svmbols and illustrations, both 
wrote and lectured about books and their social values in a way to 
(rect visitors to the massed collection. The result was immediately 
increased sales in the local stores, and a revaluation by an entire 
community and also by citizens of many adjacent towns and cities 
ot the place in modern life of authorship and publishing as an 
iluminating and inspiring force, when judged by higher and more 
permanent torms of output. 

The movement of which this Springfield venture is the first 
practical test is interesting for two reasons. It is a cooperative 
method working in a field of business historically identified with 
individualism and with competition and now being forced to adjust 
itself to a higher standard of conduct if it would maintain former 
prestige and prosperity. Secondly, an ecemomic necessity is respon- 
sible for action that must have a reflex and beneficial influence on 
contemporary literature. Nor is this all. Every community where 
such a campaign is carriedl on must give to its local booksellers, who 
know books as well as sell them, a higher rating. 
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EQUAL suffrage was inaugurated in Chicago, 
Ill., last Saturday in a manner most credit- | First Voti 
able to the new voters. Except for local |, ITS oting 
school boards and trustees of the Illinois of 

State University, women in Illinois had 
never voted before: This was the first 
instance in which women in any part of Chi- 
cago were given an opportunity to pass upon 
a matter of administrative importance. The 
question, in a sense, was local, but it involved 
« general proposition, that of park extension. West Pullman, a 
division of the city, desired to become a park district. It had made 
the attempt before, only to fail because of the opposition of natural- 
zed male voters who balked at the possibility of increased taxation. 
This time, by the aid of women, it was carried, 348 to 188. 

The women in this election cast almost as many votes as the 
men. The division was, women 257, men 293. It is necessary to 
explain that because a lawsuit affecting the validity of the women’s 
votes is’ pending, it was deemed prudent to segregate the sexes. 
Thus, if the lawsuit shall turn out unfavorably to the women, the 
clection itself, showing as it will an independent male vote, will 
stand. Even without the votes of the women, although unques- 
tionably through their influence, the park district proposition carried 
by five votes. _ , 

‘It is not altogether unworthy of note, nor altogether devoid of 
importance that, in the voting, men spoiled twelve ballots while 
women spoiled only six. The percentage of intelligent performance 
of the duty of citizensliip, therefore, so far as this fact indicates 
it, was largely on the side of the women. When they shall have 
voted as often as men they will be able, doubtless, to make a still 
more favorable showing. At all events, in the farthest eastern 
suffrage state of the American Union, the women voters demon- 
strated last Saturday that they can hold their own nicely.
